This Office Action is in response to the ROE filed 10 IVlay 2006. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-25 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-25 
are allowable because prior art does not disclose alone or in combination along with the 
limitations of the independent claims such as a plurality of test terminals for use during 
testing of semiconductor chip and with a plurality of connection terminals for connection 
to wiring on a board after testing, test terminals being electrically isolated from wiring on 
board and the connection terminals are arranged in a first area at predetermined pitches 
in a lattice and test terminals are arranged in a second area at pitches narrower than 
the predetermined pitches in a lattice.
